G.SJI. 259(E).—Ill exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 12 of the Government Savings Certificates Act, 1959 
(46 of 1959), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title, commencement and application,—(1) These 
rules may be called the Social Security Certificates Rules, 
1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of June, 
1982. 

(3) They ghall apply to the Social Security Certificates. 

2, Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires^ 

(i) ‘‘Act’* means the Government Saving Cenificates 
Act, 1959 (46 of 1959) ; 

(n) '^Certificate” meany the Social Security Certificate ; 

(iii) *'po5tnl Circle” means the post offices under the 

administrahVe authority of a Postmaster General 
or the Director, Army Postal Services. 

(iv) "co-operative society” means a society registered or 

deemed to have been registered under the Co-opt- 
rative Societies Act, 1912 (2 of 1912) or under any 
other law for the time being in force ; 

(v) "Corporation" mca% a corporation established by or 

under any law for the time being in force, but 
does not mc/ude a comniiflv : 


(vi) ‘'Form** means a form appended to these rules ; 

(vii) “Government company” means a company as defined 

in section 617 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1-of 
1956) ; 

(viii) “Identify slip” means au identity slip issued to a holder 
of a certificate under rule 11 ; 

(ix) ^'local authority” means a municipal coiporalion, 

municipal committee, district board, body of port 
commisaionera or other authority legally entitled to 
or entrusted by the Government with the control or 
management of a municipal or local fund ; 

(x) “old certificate** means a certificate issued under the 

Peat Office Savings Certificates Rules, I960, or the 
National Savings Certificates (First Issue) Rules, 
1965, or the National Savings Certificates (IV Issue) 
Rules. 1970. or the National Savings Certificate!* 
(V Issue) Rules, 1973, or the National Savings Annuity 
Certificates Rules, 1976, or the National Savings 
Certificates (VI Issue) Rules, 1981, or the National 
Savings Certificates (VIT Issue) Rules, 1981, or a 
Bond isuued under the National Development Bviods 
Rules. 1977 ; 

(xi) “post office” means any office in India doina 

Savings Bank work. 

3. Denominations in which cerTiflenteg shall be issued.— 
The certificates shall be Issued m denominations of Rs. 500 
and Rs. 1000, 

4. Maturity period.—The maturity period of a certificate 
shall be 10 years from the date of issue of certificate nndei 
rule 8. 

5. Procedure and conditions for puicha'ie of certificate.— 

A certificate may be purchased by any person in his name 
by presenting at a post office on or afeer the 1st day of June, 
1982, an application in Form 1 (obtained free of cost at all 
post offices) either In person or through an auffiorlscd agent 
of small savings schemes, subject lo the following condtlons, 
namely :— 

(a) The applicant shall og on the date of presentation 

of his application to the post office, be not Jess than 
18 years of age and not more then 45 years of 
age. 

ExplarlatJon.—^For the purpose of ibis clause, pny of the 
following documents stating tht appUcanrs date of birth 
shall be accepted as proof of age, natnely :— 

(i) certificate of birth issued by tha local authorilv con- 

t4!mc<t : 

(ii) matriculation certifierte or equivalent thereto ; 

(iii) certificate issued by a recognised school, college or 

other educational irsthution ; 

nv) certificate of baptism ; 

(v) life Insurance policy or the firsr receipt for life insu¬ 

rance premium where the date of birth therein has 
been shown as admitted by the Fife Insurance Cor-'" 
poration of India or the Portal Life Insurance autno- 
ritieg, or a Icrter issii'^d by the said Corporation or 
authorities. 

(vi) service record kept by employer provided (he em¬ 

ployer has accepted the applicant’s date of birth ; 

(b) the applicant shall be m 'good bcallh and shall not,

Explanation.—For the purpose of this clause, ‘‘authorised 
person” means the Postmaster of the post oflice at which the 
Q^Jication ia presented, or any other official of the post 
office as may be authorised in this behalf by the Director 
General, Posts and Telegraphs, or an authorifed extent of 
small savings scheme ; 

(e) the application shall be accompanied by payment of

Cf) details of any certificate already purchased under 
these ruleg by the applicant shall be furnished bv 
him. 

6. Limit on bolding of certificates.—^No person shall 
purchase or hold at any time certificates for an aggregate 
face value which exceeds Rg. 5000, 

Explanatlon.^For the purposes of this rule— 

fa) any certificate held beyond its maturity period by 
■uch person shall be ignored* 

(b) any certificate pledged by guch person under rule 
13 shall be taken into account. 

7. Leg-al tendei.—^Payment for the purchase of a certificate 
may be made to a post office in any of the following modes^ 
namely :— 

(i) cash ; 

(ii) a cheque, pay order or demand draft ; 

(iii) duly signed withdrawal from together with the 

pass book for withdrawal from the post office sav¬ 
ings account ; 

(iv) surrender of a matured old certificate duly discharged 

ag follows “Received payment through issue of 
fresh certificate vide application attached’*. 

8. Issue of certificates*—(1) On payment being made under 
rule 7, except where payment ig made by a cheque, pay 
order or demand draft, a certificate shall normally be issued, 
immediately, and the date of such certificate shall be the 
date of such payment 

12) Where payment for the purchase of a certificate is 
made by a cheque, pay order or demand draft, the certificate 
shall not be isgued betoe the proceeds of the cheque, pay 
order or demand draft as the case may be. are realised end 
ffie date of such certificate shall be the dat© of encashment 
of the cheque, pay order or demand draft, as the case may 
bo, 

(3) If for any reason a certificate cannot be issued imme- 
diatcly, a provisional receipt shall be given to the purchager 
which may later be exchanged for a certificate and the date of 
such cenificate shall be as specified in sub-rule ri) or sub¬ 
rule (2), as the cas© may be. 


11. Identity slip.—(1) If a requegt for the issue of an 
identity slip is made at any time by the holder of a certifleete 
to the post office where the certificato stands registered, an 
identity slip shall be issued to such holder on his signing the 
identity slip. 

(2) The identity glip shall be surrendered at the time of the 
final discharge of the certificate or in case of Us loss, e dec¬ 
laration of such loss shall be furnished to the post office in 
the form laid down by the. Director General, Posts and Tele¬ 
graphs* 

12. Transfer from one pogt office to another.—(1) A 
certificate may, during its maturity period, be transferred 
from a post office at which it stands registered, to any other 
post office on the holder making an application in the form 
laid down by the Director General, Posts and Telegraphs, at 
cither of the two post Offices. 

Provided that where a person holds more than one certifi¬ 
cate and their maturity period hao not expired, all such certi¬ 
ficates shall be registered in a Post Office or post offices in 
the same postal circle. 

13. Pledging of certificate.—(1) The Postmaster of the 
office where a certificate stands registered may permit transfer 
of the certificate for being pledged as security to— 

(a) the President of India or Governor of a State fn 

his official capacity ; 

(b) the Reserve Bank of India or a scheduled bank or a 
co-operative society including a co-operativc bank ; 

(c) a corporation or a Government company ; and 

(d) a local authority : 

Provided that an application for such transfer is tnadc by 
the holder of the certificate and the pledge in the form laid 
down by the Director General, Posts and Telegraphs. 

(2) When any certificate is transferred under sub-rule 

(1), the Postmaster of the office where the certificate 
stands registered shall make the following endorse¬ 
ment on the Certificate, namely :— 

‘'Transferred as security to.... ...**, 

(3) Except as otherwise provided in these rules, the 

pledgee of a certificate undci' this rule shall, until 
it is re-transferred under sub-rule (4), be deemed to 
be the holder of the certificate* 

(4) A certificate transferred under sub-rule (2), may* on 

the written Authority of the pledgee, be re-transferred 
with the previous sanction in writing of the autho¬ 
rised Postmaster and when any such re-transfer is 
made, the Postmaster of the office where the certL 
ficate stands registered shall make the following en¬ 
dorsement on the certificate ;— 

“Re-transferred to... 

Note 1.—A gazetted officer of the Government accepting 
the ciertificatc as security under sub-rule (1) or releaseing the 
pledge under sub-rule (4) on behalf of the President or the 
Governor of a State, shall certify that he ig duly authorised 
under article 299 of the Constitution to execute such instru¬ 
ments or deeds on behalf of the President or Ih© Governor 
of the States giving the particulars of the nmnber and date 
of the notification of the Government authorising him In 
this behalf. 


9. Certificate in lieu of proceeds of old certificate*—A 
holder of an old certificate entitled lo encash that certificate 
may mate an application in Form one for the issue cf a certi- 
^ate under these rulea and on receipt of such application, 
there shall be Issued to the applicant a certifleat© under these 
rules, the date of issue being the date on which the old 
certificate duly discharged is presented. 


10. Irregular holding.—Any certificate purchased or accu' 
red in contravention of these rules shall be encaghed by th 
holder as soon as the fact of the holding being in contraven 
tion of these niles is discovered and no Interest shall be pal. 
pn any holding fn contravention of these rules* 


Note 2.—An officer of the Reserve Bank of India or a 
scheduled bonk or a co-operative society including a co- 
op-crativc bank, a corporation or a Goveniment company or 
a local authority, as the cage may be, accepting the certificate 
ag security under sub-nile (1) or releasing the pledge under 
sub-rule (4) on behalf of the respective institution, shall 
certify under his dated signature and seal of office that he Is 
duly authorised under the articles of the said institution, 
to execute such Instruments or deeds on its behalf. 

(5) Where as a result of several endorsements made under 
sub-rule (2) and (4) on a certificate, no space is left for mak¬ 
ing further endorsements of a like character on that certificate. 
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a fresh certificate may be isiftied by the Postmaster of the 
office of registration in lieu of such certificate. 

(6) A fresh certificate issued under sub-rule (5) shall be 
treated as equivalent to the certificate in lieu of which it has 
been issued for all the purposes of these rules. 

14. Replacement of lost or destroyed certiflqple.—(1) if a 
certificate is lost, stolen, destroyed, mutilated or defaced, 
the person entitled thereto may apply for the issue of a 
duplicate certificate to the post ofllce, whore the certificate 
is registered or at any other post office in which case the 
application will be forwarded to the post office where the 
certificate stands registered. 

(2) Every such application shall be accompanied by— 

(a) a statement showing paiticulars, such as, number, 

amount and date of the certificate and the circums¬ 
tances attending such loss, theft, destruction, mutila¬ 
tion or defacement ; 

(b) identify slip, if any. 

(3) If the officer in charge of the post office where the 
certiiicale stands registered is satisfied of the loss, theft, 
destruction, mutilation or defacement of the certificate he 
shall issue a duplicate certificate on the applicant’s fiiriphing 
ail indemnity bond in the form liad down by th« Director 
General, Posts and Telegraphs with one or more approved 
sureties or with a bank’s guarantee : 

Provided that where the certificate lost, stolen destroyed, 
mutilated or defaced is of the denomination of Rs. 500, a dupli¬ 
cate certificate or certificates may be isaiucd on the applicant 
furnishing an indemnity bond without any such .surety or 
garantee : 

Provided further that where such application is made with 
respect to a certifiacte mutilated or defaced, of whatever fact 
value, a duplicate certificate may be issued without any such 
indemnity bond, surety or guarantee, if the certificate muti¬ 
lated or defaced and the identity slip, if any, are surrendered 
and the iertificiite is capable of being identified aa the one 
originally issued. 

(4) A duplicate certificate issued under sub-rule (3) shall 
be treated as equivalent to the original certificate for all the 
purposes of these rules except that it shall not be encashablc 
at a post oliice other tJian the post office at which such certi¬ 
ficate is registered without previous verification. 

15. Nomination.—(1) Subject to the provisions of sub¬ 
rules (2) to (4), the holder of a certificate may, by filling 
In necessary particulars In Form l at the time of purcha ing 
the certificate, nominate any person or persons who, in the 
event of death of the holder uhffi] become entitled to the 
certificate and to the payment of the amount due thereon. 
If such nomination is not made at the time of purchasing 
the certificate, it be made by the holder at any time 
after the purchase of the ceitiflcatc but before its maturity, 
by submitting an application in Form 2, together with the 
certificate to the Fost master of the office where the certificate 
stands registered. 

f2) A nomination made by the holder of a certificate under 
this rule may be cancelled or varied by submitting an 
application in Form 3, together with the certificate, to the 
Postmaster of the post office at which the certificate stands 
registered, 

(3) iJeparate applications for nomination or cancellation 
of a nomination or variat'on of a nomination shall made 
in respect of ceitificntes registered on different dates, 

(4) The nomination or the cancelleation of a nomination 
or the varialon of a nomination shall be reg's- 
tered in the Head Post Office concerned and the fact of regis¬ 
tration shall be noted on the certificate and on such registra¬ 
tion, the said nomination or cancellation or variation of 
nomination, as the case may be, shall be deemed to be 
effective from the date on which it wan presented. 

16. Payment on maturity.—On the expiry of the maturity 
period of a certificate, its holder or, in the event of his 
death, his nominee, Or if there is no surviving nomincie, the 
legal heir of the holder, as the case may be, shall be entitled 
to receive a sum inclusive of interest of Rs. 1500 if the 
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certificate, is of the denomination of Rs. 500 or Rs, 3000 
if the certificate iy of the denomination of Rs. 1000 and such 
interest shtdl acciire at the end of each year as specified in Ihi 
Table below and the interest so accruing at the end of each 
year iipto the end of the ninth year shall be deemed to have 
been reinvested on behalf of the holder and aggregated with 
tho amount of Face value of the certificate.

29. Interpretation.—If any question arises relating to the 
Interpretation of these rules, It shall be referred to the Cen¬ 
tral Government for a decision. 

30. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is 
satisfied that the operation of any of the provisions of these 
rules causes undue hardship to the holder of a certificate or 
his nominee or legal heir, as the case may bo, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax the re¬ 
quirements of that provision in q manner not inconsistent 
with the provisions of the Act.
